N e w Y o r k , A p r i l 
1 3 . — W o r k m e n 
swung the massive copper doors 
o f 
the Grant monument into position 
yesterday afternoon and com pie teii 
the entrauce to the tomb.

Julius Baier in a recen t 
auuiber of the ^Troceed in gs of the 
American Society of 
Civil 
E!n gi- 
accrs.” 
Mr. Baier, who is a civil 
mg iriQo r makin g a specialty of llia 
iron an d steel work in iiigh build in gs, 
lias mad e a careful stud y of the d c- 
sU'uclion caused liy tlie torn ad o, for 
Ihe purpose of d etermin in g the pres­ 
sure it exerted on brick structures. 
Tiie gen eral d ed uction s from his iii- 
vosligatioii are as follows: The ex­ 
treme force of the win d was gen eral­ 
ly con fin ed t o upper stories an d roofs, 
an d the in ten sity of this force must 
have Ueeii extremely 
variable, n ot 
on ly as exerted on ad jacen t proper­ 
ties, but on a sin gle build in g. There 
wOw^ very gen eral evid en ce of the d e­ 
structive force bein g exerted from 
the in sii'le. 
In the ease of the St. 
Louis In id ge, the author of the paper 
estimates that for a d istan ce of 150 
feet at the cen ter of the structure the
